DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-4, 8-1 1 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose the combination of a semiconductor device 
structure recited in the base claim, including the combination of the structure 
comprising: a control circuit mounted on the first surface; a heat detection circuit 
mounted on the first surface of the first portion that detects the heat produced by the 
power circuit; a heat sink having an electrically insulating property and thermal 
conductivity, wherein the heat sink has a second surface opposite to the first surface 
and exposed to the outside. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
